The  first  Mervyn’s  store  in  San  Lorenzo,  California 
(across  the  Bay  tram  San  Francisco)  was  2800 
square  feet  and  had  two  employees  when  it  opened 
in  1949.  That  store  has  been  remodeled  eleven 
times  and  has  grown  to  87,000  square  feet.  This 
store’s  transformation  mirrors  the  growth  of  Mervyn’s 
which  this  year  will  operate  80  stores  in  eight 
Western  States. 

The  success  story  that  is  Mervyn’s  will  be  the 
keynote  of  BYU’s  Retail  Week,  1981.  John  F. 
Kilmartin,  chairman  and  chief  executive  officer,  will 
present  “The  Meryyn’s  Story  —  A  Case  Study  of  a 
Growth  Company  in  Transition”  on  Thursday, 

October  22  at  4:00  p.m.  in  Room  184  JKB. 

Phenomenal  Growth 

Mervyn’s  growth  is  all  the  more  striking  when  one 
realizes  that  until  1975,  when  two  stores  were 
opened  in  Southern  California,  the  company  was  a 
modest  Northern  California  regional  chain.  In  1976, 
the  first  out-of-state  stores  were  opened  in  Reno  and 
Sparks,  Nevada.  In  1980,  Mervyn’s  probably  set 
retailing  history  by  opening  four  stores  on  one  day  in 
the  Salt  Lake  City  area.  An  additional  Utah  store  was 
opened  in  Orem  and  on  October  26,  a  sixth  store  will 
open  in  Ogden. 

This  year,  a  major  expansion  into  Texas  and 
adjoining  states  was  announced.  Mervyn’s  expects  to 
open  35  stores  in  the  next  three  to  four  years.  A 
regional  headquarters  will  be  established  for 
merchandising,  buying,  sales  promotion  and  distri¬ 
bution  in  the  Dallas  area. 

By  the  end  of  1981  Mervyn’s  will  have  80  stores 
located  in  8  states,  as  follows:  California  57,  Arizona 
6,  Utah  6,  Nevada  4,  Oregon  3,  New  Mexico  1 , 
Washington  1,  and  Texas  2.  At  present  the  company 
has  approximately  1 7,000  employees,  including 
1 ,000  executives. 

Challenges  of  development 

Kilmartin  will  delineate  the  growth  of  Mervyn’s  over 
the  last  five  years:  its  300%  increase  in  sales,  165% 
increase  in  the  number  of  stores  and  200%  increase 
in  employees.  He  will  trace  the  impact  of  Mervyn’s 
becoming  a  public  corporation  and  then  a  wholly 
owned  subsidiary  of  the  Dayton  Hudson  Corporation. 
The  stages  of  development  that  Mervyn’s  —  and  any 
business  —  can  go  through  from  a  single  location  to 
a  multi-location  strategy,  to  moves  into  new  market 
areas  and  to  becoming  a  national  organization  will  be 
discussed  by  Kilmartin.  He  will  talk  about  “cloning” 
Mervyn’s  to  accomodate  the  move  into  Texas  and 
the  West  Central  states.  These  states  are  projected 
to  be  among  the  10  fastest  growing  states  in  the 
nation  in  the  next  10  years. 

He  told  Acting  Director  of  the  Skaggs  Institute  of 
Retail  Management  Susan  G.  Carter,  “Mervyn’s  has 
been  able  to  become  a  successful  retailing  organi¬ 
zation  in  the  Western  United  States  because  we 
have  been  able  to  continually  evolve  to  meet  the 
challenges  inherent  in  each  stage  of  development.  I 
look  forward  to  sharing  with  the  students  at  BYU 
what  we  at  Mervyn’s  have  learned  about  what  it 
requires  to  be  successful  and  I  am  excited  about  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  Institute's  Retail  Week.” 

What  is  a  Mervyn’s  store? 

Mervyn’s  is  best  described  as  a  highly  promotional, 
popular-priced  value  oriented  department  store  chain 


emphasizing  soft  goods.  Mervyn’s  is  a  family 
oriented  retailer  and  bases  their  business  on 
attracting  the  “Middle  America”  customers.  They 
carry  both  national  brand  and  private  label 
merchandise.  Mervyn’s  is  not  on  the  leading  edge  of 
fashion  development,  but  it  strives  to  identify 
emerging  fashion  trends  and  maximize  their  sales 
potential.  They  pride  themselves  in  merchandising 
the  fashion  looks  that  a  customer  is  interested  in 

The  company’s  stores  are  operated  in  a  manner 
similar  to  traditional  department  stores.  It  provides 
many  of  the  services  normally  associated  with 
traditional  department  stores:  store  credit  card,  gift 
wrap,  and  department  checkout.  One  of  Mervyn’s 
greatest  strengths  is  its  flexibility  in  site  selection. 

The  company  successfully  operates  stores  in  many 
types  of  retail  locations:  regional  malls,  community 
centers,  strip  centers,  and  freestanding  sites.  Stores 
are  located  in  many  different  types  of  communities: 
inner  and  outer  white  collar  suburban  areas,  blue 
collar  communities,  urban  redevelopment  areas  and 
rural,  agricultural-based  communities.

Since  1947,  Dayton 
Hudson  has  contributed  an  amount  equal  to  5%  of  its 
pretax  profits  to  programs  in  support  of  the  arts  and 
social  action.  In  1980,  Mervyn's  made  grants  to  com¬ 
munity  non-profit  organizations  totaling  *799,279. 

Kilmartin’s  career 

Kilmartin  is  a  native  of  Topeka,  Kansas  and  worked 
as  a  high  schooler  in  the  family  retail  store.  He 
graduated  from  Washburn  University  and  Harvard 
Business  School.  During  World  War  II,  he  served  as 
an  officer  in  the  United  States  Navy. 

Prior  to  joining  Mervyn’s  in  1966,  he  was  a  vice 
president  of  Rhodes  Department  Stores  in  Oakland, 
California. 

In  1968,  he  was  promoted  to  executive  vice  pres¬ 
ident  Mervyn's  and  in  1970  he  was  named  president 
and  chief  operating  officer.  In  1979  he  became  the 
chairman  and  chief  executive  officer. 

Kilmartin  serves  on  the  Management  Committee  of 
the  Dayton  Hudson  Corporation  and  he  is  a  senior 
vice  president  of  the  Corporation.  He  is  a  trustee  of 
the  Dayton  Hudson  Foundation. 

Kilmartin  is  on  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the 
Advisory  Board  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Business 
at  the  University  of  Santa  Clara.  He  is  also  Chairman 
of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Retail  Institute  at  the 
University  of  Santa  Clara.  He  serves  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  California  Retailers  Association  and 
the  Bay  Area  Council.
